Anyone that did not witneas the 
“Lost Paradise,” the play which the 
Strollers presented at the Opera House 
Friday night, missed one of the rarest 
treats of the season.

A large and apprecia- 
tive audience greeted them, and from 
the rise until the fall of the last cur- 
tain the audience was held sijellbound 
with interest. Every character from 
the leading role to the minor parts was 
perfectly portrayed. 

The scene Is laid near Boston at the 
Kuowlton Iron Works, at (I'e present 
time. It Is a play dealing with the 
problems of every day life, of capital 
against labor. Mr. Knowlton owner of 
the works has an only daughter, Mar- 
garet, who has woven such a spell 
over him that he thinks only of her 
and her happiness. He evens neglects 
his business for her pleasure. The 
first act Is a scene in the Knowlton 
home; it is Margarets birthday, and 
the birthday cake is on the table, 
around which is lavished many 
presents. Poor Margaret does not 
know that the happiness which she 
thinks belongs to her really belongs 
to someone else. For Knowlton's 
success has been achieved falsely. As 
he has stolen an invention which 
belongs to a friend of his, a Dr. Stand- 
ish, who had been killed in an explo- 
sion. Knowlton takes advantage of 
the opportunity and claims the inven- 
tion as his own. During the festivities, 
Philip Warner, superintendent of the 
works, comes in and informs Mr. 
Knowlton that a strike is threatened 
at the works, and pleads for better 
wages for the i>eople, but Knowlton 
turns a deaf ear to his phadings. He 
makes frequent trii>s to the house but 
to no avail. He is infatuated with 
Margart, but realizing the standing 
between himself and Margaret, he 
dares not speak to her of his love. 
Finally one day, spurred on by words 
from her, he tells lier of his love. She 
only scorns and ridicules him. Dr. 
Standish’s only son returns from a 
trip abroad and asks the hand of 
Margaret. The match is arranged and 
Knowlton takes Btandish into the imrt- 
nershli) of the firm. 

The scene next act is at the Iron 
Works where a strike is threatened. 
Margaret makes a visit to Ute factory 
accompanied by her fiance Slandish. 
There she sees tire true situation of 
matters and the poverty of the people 
who are employed at the works. 8he 
is moved with pity at the sight, and 
pleads with 8iandisli to do something

A. A., according to action 
of Faculty. 



The rc'solutions recently drawn up 
by the faculty of State University In 
regard to athletics, iu accordance with 
the ruling of the Southern Intercol- 
legiate Athletic Associtation, shows 
that the student must he profleieut in 
his studies as well as athletics in or- 
der to make the teams. The fact that 
this rule will be enforced at the Uni- 
versity is a step toward the better 
meiit of athletics and puttbig all ath 
letic contests on a higheu- basis. This 
ruling is In forte at Vanderbilt and 
all other Southern iiistitutious that 
are iiieinhiM's of the S. I. A. A. Fol- 
lowing are the resoluliuus as drawn 



up and to which the students must 
strictly adhere: 

The New Rulee. 

No student shall be eligible to mem- 
bership 011 a 'varsity team unless at 
least ten hours a week of class room 
work, or the equivalent or laboratory 
work. 

No student shall be eligible to mem- 
bership on a 'varsity team who has 
not Ix'en In regular attendance on 
classes for fifteen days before the first 
game in the S. I. A. A. schedule. No 
student shall be eligible to member- 
ship on a 'varsity team who has failed 
or been delinquent in more than one- 
third of his work. 

No student on a 'varsity team who 
absents himself without excuse from 
more than 10 per cent of his classes 
in any week shall be allowed to play 
in a match game. Absences with team 
are excused abeeu(M?s. 

No student whose class work la 
eminently unsatisfactory shall be al- 
lowed to continue on a 'varsity team. 

The manager of each 'varsity team 
shall furnish to the Deeui and to the 
j chairman of the Athletic Committee 
I the names of the members of his team 
as soon as they are selected by the 
I coach In order that their eligibility to 
l)lay under the above rules may be 
determined. 

All teams engaged In any athletic | 
conteot away from the campus during 
the college year shall obtain written 
I>ermisslon from the president of the! 
Athletic Committee. | 

No athletic team Is allowed to be 
absent from the university more than 
one week (excluding Sunday.)

Prof. A. J. Reed, who wae connected 
with Dairy Department here, goee 
to Raleigh, N. C. 



Brof. Alvin J. Reed of the Bureau 
of Animal Industry of the U. S. De- 
partment of Agriculture, who for the 
past two years had been assigned to 
work in Kentucky, has received orders 
from Washington to discontinue his 
work here and report for duty in 
Raleigh, N. C., where he will take up 
work in connection with the State 
University there. 

The department of Prof. Reed 
means that Invaluable work which he 
has acomiplished in this State will be 
abandoned and the farmers and dairy- 
men will lose the services and advice 
which he has been giving to promote 
the dairy development of Kentucky 
and which has resulted in the past two 
years in an immense development and 
Improvement in the dairy industry in 
this State. 

The cause of the department order 
in thus abandoning this work in Ken- 
tucky is due to the non-payment of 
Prof. Reed's traveling expenses while 
iit pursuit of his work of instruction 
in various dairying communities.

When Joseph Pulitzer of the New 
York World, set aside $2,000,000 for a 
school for the training of journalists 
at Columbia University, he insisted 
that jounialism is a profession and 
not a trade. In spite of the fact Uiat 
many still contend that journalism is 
a mere trade, the general opinion ap- 
parently takes the view of .Mr. 
1‘ulltzer. Publishers have awakened 
to the fact that just as a person goes 
to a law or medical school to lit him- 
self for his profession, so must the 
journalist, if he would have the great- 
est success, attend a school of journ- 
alism. 

It is wise that the journalist should 
be given a better training titan he has 
been given in the past, for the journ- 
alist is a real marker of civilization 
and no other profession so directly af- 
fects the welfare of a people in a dem- 
ocracy. There used to be the theory 
that journalists "are bom, not made.” 
The fruits of that theory are found on 
many newspai>ers in tlxe iterson of a 
writer who writes blithely in detlance 
of all rules. 

'I'he journalist like the novelist, is a 
critic of life. He makes tlie stuff 
that passes under his eyes into litera- 
ture. It is ephoremeal literature, to 
be sure, read today, cast away to- 
morrow, but it has this in common 
with literature — that If proixerly made 
It lias the power to move, to influence, 
to instmet its readers. In other words 
journalism is more apart tlian a busi- 
ness, and always must remain so. 



We have Uie beginning of a great 
school of journalism in our own Uni- 
versity. '1 he location and local ad- 
vantages are such that there is no 
nason why such a school should not 
nuH?t with unprecedented success. 
Active work can be had on the two 
daily paivers. Prof. .Mackenzie started 
the course seveial years ao, the llrst in 
Kentucky, and gradually has been in- 
creasing the work covered. He hopes 
to make broader and larger improve- 
ments within the next year or so. 



The Press Association, which was 
organized last fall, is a live organiza- 
tion now and anyone desiring to do 
active jounialistic work can do so by 
joining the club. Every member of 
tlie club corresponds for some paper 
in the State, and in this manner the 
news of University life is disseminated 
throughout the State. R. T. 



Do we treat visiting athletic teams 
in a siKirtsmanlike manner? There 
are many who will say yes, others the 
contrary, and tlie remainder have 
never thought about the matter. Fel- 
lows, it seems that hissing and throw- 
ing pc-rsonal remarks at visitors on 
the atiilelic teams, constitutes one of 
the worst breaches of sportsmanlike 
conduct that can be committed. Our 
students are guilty of this to a great 
degree. Esjiecially in the basketball 
season was it noticeable. Many of the 
visiting teams were hissed when they 
apiH-aided on the floor and it continued 
unti tlie game was tinished. 

Fellows, Vanderbilt, University of 
Illinois and other big institutions are 
never the scene of such action on the 
part of the students.
